HAYMARKET THEATRE. 

THERE was a crowded and fashionable audience here last night to see 
The Rose of Arragon, and the production of a new comic Drama, in 
two acts, entitled Peter and Paul. It is an adaptation of a French piece, 
entitled Z’ Oncle Baptiste. Peter and Paul Britton, (Messrs. W. Farren 
and Strickland,) have commenccd life as brother workmen, and though of 
very different capacities, have clung to one another with fraternal tender- 
ness. While Peter has been doomed by his humbler abilities to continue 
in his original manual occupation, Paul, gifted with a genius for mechanics, 
has risen to distinction in his profession, and, moreover, married a person 
of noble birth against the will of her family. Emma, his daughter, (Mrs. 
E.Yarnold,) receiving the addresses of Willoughby, (Mr. Howe, ) nephew 
to Lord Dandelion, (Mr. Tilbury,) it is thought that this powerful patron 
will scarcely sanction their union if the young lady be not removed from 
the neighbourhood of such homely relations as Mr. & Mrs. Peter Britton. 
At this juncture the tempting offers of a great speculator, Mr. Schemer, 
(Mr. Vining,) determine Paul to remove to London, and venture his 
fortunes in a large manufactory. Peter and his wife arrive in town just 
as the marriage is about to take place, and also at the very moment Paul 
is, owing to the failure of his banker, threatened with ruin. Peter tries 
his brother’s affection by demanding of him a loan of 500/., when Paul 
avows the critical condition of his affairs. Here, again, the former is per- 
suaded that his brother is but concealing his prosperity, and, indignant, he 
leaves the house. Drowning his sorrow in ale, his anger survives, and 
he returns to his brother’s dwelling to upbraid him with his pride and false- 
hood. He openly derides Paul’s pretended embarrassment, and thereby 
hastens his ruin. Mr. Schemer withholds his assistance, Lord Dan- 
delion his consent to the marriage, and Peter now aware of the mischief 
he has unconciously done, hastens to retrieve his brother’s credit by the 
seasonable loan of a large sum his wife has been left. Moreover, by re- 
minding Dandelion of a very approbrious occurrence in his Lordship’s 
military career, Peter obtains his consent to the marriage in return for 
his stipulated silence. 

The Drama was received with great applause, and the acting of W. 
Farren, Strickland, Vining, and Mrs. Glover, was excellent. It was 
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announced for repetition every evening. The Farce of John Jones 
concluded. 

The morning performance of Rossini’s Stabat Mater excited universal 
admiration at the St. James’s Theatre, yesterday morning. Every ar- 
rangement has been made at the Theatre for giving full effect to the 
beauties of this fine composition, and Staudigl and Malle. Lutzer, sup- 
ported by the well-drilled choruses, afford us an apportunity of hearing it 
to greater advantage than it has hitherto been performed.
